WORK UNDERWAY ON 
£14M SKILLS CENTRE 


A £14MILLI0N Skills Centre offering vocational 
education and training opportunities to young peo¬ 
ple was launched at a groundbreaking ceremony 
yesterday (Wednesday). 

Barking MP Margaret Hodge officially launched 
the ceremony attended by delegates from the 
Council and Barking & Dagenham College. 

The College will manage the centre on behalf of 
the council with Kier as the appointed constructors. 

The Skills Centre, in Barking Town Centre, is due 
to open in September 2012 and will offer high qual¬ 
ity vocational training to 550 full time youngsters. 

The centre is aimed at 14 to 19-year-olds and will 
provide a real work environment that resembles a 
place of employment rather than a school or col¬ 
lege, and offer range of vocational occupational 
sectors including sustainable construction, ICT, 
hair and beauty and hospitality and catering. 

There will be a professional hair and beauty salon 
and bistro open to the public and will operate as 
businesses within the centre. 

Strong links will be established with the council’s 
joint venture partner, Elevate, to link graduates of 
the Skills Centre to employment opportunities. 

Councillor Rocky Gill, cabinet member for edu¬ 
cation and children, said: “This is exciting news for 
young people in the borough who will achieve 
vocational qualifications in a range of subjects at 
the fantastic new centre. 

“We will be working alongside Barking & 
Dagenham College to give young people a brighter 
and better outlook.” 

Cathy Walsh, principal and CEO of Barking & 
Dagenham College, said: “This new Skills Centre 
is a perfect example of partners working together to 
benefit a whole community. 

“By providing even better access to the best in 
education and training, together we are making a 
significant and positive difference to the life 
chances for our young people and their families.” 

The centre is part-funded by the Department of 
Education.

District Line driver 
attacked in Barking 


A TUBE driver was knocked uncon¬ 
scious by a group of men blocking 
the doors at Barking. 

Police have appealed for informa¬ 
tion after the man was set up on the 
eastbound District line platform in 
the early hours of Easter Sunday, 
April 24, at about 12.45am. 

He was attacked and knocked 
unconscious, losing one of his front 
teeth after leaving his cab to calm 
trouble. 

The driver, aged 35, was taken to 
hospital and later discharged. The 
men fled the station. 

The three men are described as 
white and in their 20s. 

British Transport Police’s DC 
Steve Ajayi, the investigating offi¬ 


cer, said: “This was a very serious 
assault on a member of staff who 
was merely trying to get his train 
moving and get the passengers on 
their way home. 

“We have spoken to a number of 
witnesses and are keen to speak to 
anyone who was at the station at the 
time.

Cash boost for cyclists 


BARKING and Dagenham has 
been awarded funding to improve 
cycling in the borough. 

It will receive £343,000 from the 
Mayor of London which it will 
spend on delivering cycling infra¬ 
structure improvements in Barking 
town centre, cycle training and 
HGV safety events, as well as 
installing bike parking and working 
with local businesses. 

The money has come after the 
council put in a bid for a share of 
£4million to be spread across 
London’s 13 biking boroughs, of 
which Barking and Dagenham is 
one. 

London Mayor Boris Johnson, 
said: “My cycling revolution con¬ 
tinues and I am determined to help 


more residents of outer London 
take to two wheels. 

“The funding I am committing to 
Barking and Dagenham will enable 
them to make the physical 
improvements that will make 
cycling safer and more convenient 
for local people.” 

Nearby Redbridge was granted 
£385,500 in this year’s funding, 
while Havering has received 
£282,500. 

However, Mr Johnson has been 
accused of short-changing those 
living in outer London. 

London Assembly Member and 
leader of the Green group, Jenny 
Jones, said: “This is a pathetic 
amount of money which will 
achieve little of substance for 


cycling in outer London. 

“£4m is a fraction of what the 
outer London boroughs were due to 
spend on cycling before the Mayor 
cancelled funding for the London 
Cycling Network and cut the 
money he gives boroughs for local 
transport. 

“The Mayor expects that around 
two thirds of the new cycling jour¬ 
neys in London will be made in 
outer London, yet he is spending 
65 times more money on super¬ 
highways into inner London and 
cycle hire for central London.” 

Two pilot Cyle Superhighways 
are being constructed to link inner 
and outer London at a cost of 
£23million. 

The first runs from Merton to the 


City via the A24 and A3, and the 
second links Barking to Tower 
Gateway via the A13. A further 10 
routes are planned. 

Aside from the funding, Barking 
and Dagenham will also host one 
of Mayor’s Sky Ride events on 
Sunday, August 21. Another will 
take place in Hillingdon on 
Sunday, July 31. 

The rides will offer people of all 
ages and abilities the opportunity 
to re-discover the fun they can have 
on two wheels cycling on traffic 
free routes through their local bor¬ 
ough. 

Previous Sky Ride events in 
Hounslow, Ealing and Redbridge 
attracted a total of 29,000 cyclists 
between them.

“I love stories so much 
that even when I’m out in 
the car, I’ll be listening to 
an audio book rather than 
music.” 

Deborah has worked in 
several theatrical roles 
including stage manager, 
production manager and 
now general manager, 
which involves her over¬ 
seeing the whole opera¬ 
tion, working closely with 
other managers. 

She said: “The great 
thing about the general 
manager role is that I get 
to work closely with all 
aspects of the productions 
we offer at The Broadway, 
but also, if I do my job 
right, I’m the ‘unknown’ 
person. 

“But if we mess up, 
which I will make sure 
never happens of course, I 
will be the one in the fir¬ 
ing line. 

“I think that’s what 
makes the job so attrac¬ 
tive, you cannot stay still 
for five minutes, you 
always have to plan ahead 
- for instance we’re 
already planning this 
year’s panto!”

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Concerns over 
plans to shut 
police stations

PLANS to slash the 
number of police stations 
have been unveiled. 

The proposals to cut 
the number of round-the- 
clock police stations have 
been outlined in a public 
consultation being run by 
the Met. 

It means that there 
could only be one 24- 
hour police station per 
borough. 

But London Assembly 
member John Biggs has 
slammed the proposals. 

He said: “I am con¬ 
cerned that the Met’s 
review could mean 
Barking and Dagenham, 
Newham and Tower 
Hamlets would go from 
having two 24-hour 
police stations in their 
boroughs to just one. 

“All the evidence 
shows that people value a 
local police presence and 
there will need to be a 
good justification for any 
change.” 

The public survey is 
looking into people’s 
access to the police, 


including front desk, 
phone and online ser¬ 
vices and access to police 
stations. 

Feedback will inform a 
review by the Met later 
this year. 

Mr Biggs has also crit¬ 
icised the public consul¬ 
tation, however, and 
argues that residents have 
not been informed that it 
is even taking place. 

He added: “I am very 
concerned that the Met’s 
review hasn’t been publi¬ 
cised widely and I want 
to make sure Londoners 
take part and make their 
views heard before the 
survey closes on Friday, 
May 27. 

“I urge residents to fill 
out the survey so the Met 
know what kind of polic¬ 
ing facilities people want 
in their borough.” 

A spokeswoman for 
the Met refused to com¬ 
ment.

Cook handed ODI role 
as Strauss steps down 

ESSEX batsman Alastair Cook has been 
name England’s one-day international cap¬ 
tain. 

His appointment comes after previous 
skipper Andrew Strauss announced his 
retirement from one-day internationals, 
but he will continue as Test skipper with 
Cook as vice-captain. 

Cook, 26, already has experience of 
leading England, captaining the team on 
the tour of Bangladesh in 2010 in which 
they were victorious. 

He will take up the role once again 
when England host Sri Lanka at the Oval 
on June 28. 

Cook said: “I’ve worked hard on my 
limited overs cricket in recent times - I’ve 
never seen myself as a Test batsman exclu¬ 
sively and I know I have a lot to offer 
strategically and as a top order batsman in 
one-day cricket. 

“I will continue to work closely with 
Andrew Strauss and also Stuart Broad 
(appointed T20 captain) as we form a 
leadership team across all forms of the 
game. We have the chance to work togeth¬ 
er and share ideas which will benefit our 
cricket in all three formats.” 

Cook has been impressive with the bat 
for England, scoring 766 runs in their win¬ 
ter’s Ashes success in Australia. 

However, he has only featured on 26 
ODIs since his Test debut in 2006, but 
impressed, hitting 64, 60 and 32 to help 
England win their series against 
Bangladesh last year 3-0.
